Before the arrests, minister 
Arrocha Graell said the commit- 
tee investigating the shooting of 
President Remon at a race track 
Jan. 2 had received valuable 
new clues. 


His announcement followed a 
cabinet meeting at the presiden- 
cia with President  Guizado. 
Whether all members of the cab- 
inet were present was not 
learned immediately. 

Official sources would not am- 
plify the minister’s statement.

nauer had agreed in talks here: to 
put the disputed Franco-German 
agreement on the Saar into effect. 
The announcement, following 
historic daylong talks here, meant 
the bridging of a difficult obstacle 
which had threatened to torpedo 
ratification of the German fe- 
armament pacts. : 


‘FORWARD STEPS’ 


Mendes-France, wan" and tired 
after conferring past midnight 
with the German chancellor, told 
a news conference that “in all 
spheres, were made very real 
steps forward.” 

A joint communique said 
France and Germany had agreed 
to ask the United States and Great 
Britain to guarantee the Saar 
pact, which would ‘‘Europeanize’’ 
the administration of the disputed 
coal-rich territory. 

The Saar agreement was nego- 
tiated in direct talks between 
Mendes-France and Adenauer last 
Oct. 23, on the eve of the agree- 
ment on the Paris pacts to rearm 
West Germany within the West- 
ern European Union. 

The accord provided the Saar 
would be an autonomous territory 
under a neutral commissioner to 
be named by the council of min- 
isters of the projected Western 
European Union. 


REFERENDUM 


The agreement would be sub- 
ject fo approval by Saarlanders in 
a referendum to be held within 
three months after its ratification 
by both Germany and France. 

Three months after the Saar 
referendum, elections would be 
held for a new parliament in the 
territory. 

The agreement rctained for 
France its dominant economic 
position in the Saar’s iron and 
steel industry, but Germany 
would be permitted to export 
more goods to the Saar. 


Atomic Sub 
To Start Sea 
Tests Monday 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14 (~The 
world’s first atomic-powered sub- 
marine will go to sea for the first 
time on Monday, when the Nautilus 
moves from her fitting out dock 
at Groton, Conn, 


The Navy made the announce- 
ment that the Nautilus would start 
\her power trials. It said tests and 
adjustments, both at the docks of 
the Electric Boat Division of Ger 
eral Dynamics Corp. and at sea, 
will be much more extensive than 
for conventional submarines. 

The first sea trials are being 
held earlier than expected. Earlier 
the Navy had scheduled the trials 
for March, explaining that final 
outfitting of the atomic-powered 
submarine had been delayed by 
the need to replace piping which 
did not meet specifications. 

The trials starting next week,j 
the Navy said, will be held on the 
surface, giving the builders and 
the Navy an opportunity to test 
the propulsion plant and all the 
complicated machinéry involved in 
driving a submarine.

LOS ANGELES, Jan. 14 (#—The 
body of air speed record holder 
James B. Verdin, who bailed out 
of a bantam jet bomber 30,000 feet 
over the Mojave Desert yesterday, 
was found today about 2144 miles 
‘south of the wreckage of his plane.

W. A. Blasingame of Moultrie to 
replace Gillis until the Legisla- 
ture can formally elect Dr. Blas- 
ingame to the post. 


COMMENDS SERVICE 


Although he had aimed the re- 
organization bills at ousting Gil- 
lis, Griffin complimented the out- 
going chairman for having ref- 
déred valuable service to the 
state.

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Tax Evaders Are 
Due No Sympathy 


There'll be little difference of opin- 
fon from that expressed by Gov. Marvin 
Griffin in announcing his intention of 
cracking down on tax evaders. In fact, if 
the resolve is carried through, there 
will be a hearty round of applause from 
the many thousands of conscientious tax- 
payers in the state. 


The governor publicly suggested to 
the new revenue commissioner appointee, 
T. V. (Red) Williams, that all “tax eva- 
sion loopholes” be closed. 


The state needs the money. And it is 
not fair to permit wholesale evasion of 
income taxes that has been possible in 
the past—largely because of lack of en- 
forcement machinery. 


Former Revenue Commissioner Char- 
lie Redwine did a good job. His office 
has insisted that about the maximum had 
been done to enforce income tax laws. 
The additional enforcement personnel 
that would have been required, it was 
pointed out, would not have been justified 
in light of the money they would have 
collected. 


That may be so. Yet certainly the 
Griffin administration should give stricter 
enforcement a test run. Evasion of in- 
come taxes, sales taxes or any other 
taxes should be ended. Enforcement ma- 
chinery should have teeth in it. 

Nobody likes taxes, but all like the 
services that taxes will buy. They want 
these services to be administered hon- 
estly, economically and without waste. 
Nobody likes tax evaders, either. Ev- 
eryone who tries to do an honest job of 
paying would be quite pleased to see 
the dodgers brought to book. 


Most States Wrestle 
‘With Growth Problems 


* As we've pointed out here a number 
of times before, Georgia’s problems are 
snot peculiar to this state. Almost every 
‘state in the union is faced with the issues 
‘of finances brought about by increased 
-demands for state services that resulted 
‘from growth. 
* Every state is plagued with the need 
for more school funds, for highway 
amoney, for expanded welfare services and 
‘allied needs. 
A glance at out-of-state newspapers 
shows the extent of other state’s ills. 
*" Wisconsin, for instance, like Georgia, 
thas a constitutional debt limitation. And 
“yet its Legislature, which convened Jan. 
112, is faced with executive budget re- 
“quests for two years exceeding expected 
‘revenues by $50,000,000. The legislators 
must either slash the appropriations re- 
quested or raise additional revenue. 
In Indiana, Gov. Craig has asked for 
‘Rppropriations for two years of $669,000,- 
-000—an excess of $60,000,000 over antici- 
ated revenue. Additional funds are 
Ssked for toll roads, schools and highways. 
Funds are requested for 200 more state 
troopers and $8,000,000 are asked to step 
lip mental-health expenditures. 
; In Iowa the state government lived be- 
ond its means by some $9,324,740 in 
954. With demands increasing, its legis- 
ature is studying new means of raising 
fFevenue and is studying a complete re- 
wision of its tax laws. 
These are isolated examples of what 
Rilmost every state faces in government. 
‘The problems of growth are not restricted 
to Georgia.

Many of 
them have returned, in desperation, from 
whence they came. The world of freedom 
has thus lost in the competition. 


The IRC is trying to help those peo- 
ple. This private agency has established a 
Freedom Fund to help anti-Communist 
refugees from throughout the world. It 
has accomplished a great deal. More funds 
are needed. Contributions can be made to 
the International Rescue Committee, 62 
West 45th St., New York, 36, N. Y. The 
cause is indeed worthy.

Of the 
total, 3,002 were fired.oytright and 5,006 resigned before a determina- 


tion had been made of their cases. 


Here’s the same old story. The 
inference is that there were 2,096 
“subversives”’ and that the govern- 
ent fired them, Yet the Civil 
Service Commission can’t — or 
won't — tell you whether any or 
ali of the socalled 2,096 sub- 
versives were actually fired or re- 
signed. It doesn’t tell you whether 
any determination was actually 
made that they were subversive. 
It only says that 2,096 persons 
among the 8,008 listed are the 
“number whose files contained in- 
formation indicating, in varying 
degrees, subversive activities, sub- 
versive association, or member- 
ship in subversive organizations.” 

Mind you, there is no claim that 
these things alleged in files were 
ever proved. It is possible that

He refers 
to ‘‘vain conversations’ and he ad- 
vises, ‘“‘having your conversation 
honest.”’ He speaks on how pagan 
husbands may be ‘“‘won by the con- 
versation of the wives’’ and how 
the husband respects the “chaste 
conversation” of his wife.

In thinking about this, I remem- 
ber when I was studying pastoral 
psychology, there were several 
methods used to teach the art of 
pastoral conversation. Maybe 
these methods can be adopted to 
some extent by the individual 
Christian. 

(1) The tutorial method. The stu- 
dent accompanies his instructor on 
his visits and observes him. In 
daily life we have opportunity for 
this training. Whenever we find 
ourselves in company with a de- 
vout and holy person, let us ob- 
serve carefully his conversation 
and learn from it. 

(2) The ‘“‘What would you say?” 
quiz. Here a previously written 
conversation is given to the stu- 
dent with all the instructor’s state- 
ments deleted. The student writes 
down what he would say in each 
instance and then later compares 
with the statements of his instruc-

Of course, the student is think- 
ing of his instructor and is con 
sciously trying to imitate him. 
Suppose in our conversations we 
imagine that Christ is in our place 
and try to imagine what He would 
say. 

(3) Another” method is the case 
write-up. After the student has 
made an actual visit, he goes back 
te his room and writes as com- 
pletely as he can remember the 
exact words of the entire conver- 
sation between himself and the 
other person. Then the instructor 
goes over it with him. It would be 
a revealing and helpful experience 
for any of us to sit down some 
night and reconstruct in writing 
or in our thinking as best we can 
a certain conversation we have 
had that day. Then go over it care- 
fully and ask ourselvés if in every 
instance we said the right thing. 

There were other methods used 
but the most important thing was 
that it was emphasized upon the 
student the importance of conver- 
sation in pastoral visiting, especi- 
ally with the physically or men- 
tally sick. I know of no injunction 
present-day Christians need more 
than one which St. Paul gave: 
“Let your conversation be as it 
becometh the gospel of Christ” 
(Philippians 1:27). Let us remem- 
ber: every, word in our conversa- 
tions is important.

In 1907, soon after the pass was popularized, the Carlisle In- 
dians bombarded Penn, 26-6, with the new weapon. A little later 
the Indians were pulverized by Princeton, 17-0. The Tigers had 
devised a system of pass defense that was foolproof. Any po 
tential receiver who came downfield was set upon by Princeton 
defenders with complete disregard for position of the ball. The 
pass was so new that the rules committee hadn’t been able to 
perceive the many ‘pitfalls involved. 

The next year the pass interference rule was written 
into the book. Several other rules came about to help the 
passing game. 

Then it appeared that the pass was running away with foot- 
ball and they wrote in a rule charging a five-yard penalty for 
two incomplete passes in one séries of downs. There was another 
rule that returned the ball to the enemy at the 20-yard line on 
an incomplete fourth-down pass. In cases in which the attacker had 
the foe backed up within the 10-yard line, this could be severely 
damaging. These anti-aerial restrictions didn’t last long. 

Many years before the pointed ball, Princeton called for a 
field goal attempt against Yale. The kicker made a weird miss, 
but the ball took off on an eccentric course, hit the ground, 
struck a player or two and bounced through the crossbars. It had
